Some Secrets of Sweet 


Corn 
P. K. EDWARDS. 
N e a r l y every aile plants sweet corn 
of some kind in the garden. 
When 
we refer to it, however, we mean 
quality” sweet corn, that delectable, 
melting feast oi sweetness which the 
erage gardener gets from his hill 
only two or three times a season. 
But have a continuous supply cf 
the best corn in tin* best condition 
one must know just how to arrange 
foi it, when not to pick it and how to 
ook it 
Now then* arc t w o methods 
o; raising it, either by repeated plant­ 
ings at intervals of one or two weeks 
or by planting several varieties at 
one time, selected to mature In sn. 
ession as a supply for several weeks 
may bt* had from a single plantin 
so that only two plantings may be 
required 
Each plant has its 
good 
points. 
Where space is limited sti 
essive planting will, of 
c o u r s e , be 
preferable, and the matter of variety 
as governing quality is also impor­ 
tant.

4 per cent nitrogen, 8 per lent phos­ 
phoric acid and ll per cent potash 
In addition to this a good handful of 
hen manure in the bottom of each 
hill 
with a little earth spread over 
it, is on*- of the best manures for 
corn, and ai the second hoeing work 
a handful o: nitrate of soda into the 
soil about the hills. 
Plant the corn 
in drills, dropping the seed about 
nine inches ai>art and run the rows 
east and 
west if possible, but do 
not “hill up,” for, like other shallow 
rooted plants, corn feeds near the 
surface, and if we keep heaping up 
the earth around the stalk the roots, 
which have wandered off, are partly 
uncovered.
